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fathers in securing to thelr descendants a free gov- 
ernment. It was a legacy that demanded a terrible 
sacrifice to secure. Our fathers had three formidable 
enemies to overcome, the forests, the native Indians, 
and lastly, the power of Great Britain. Either of 
these was enough to appal the stoutest heart. To go 
into an unknown land, amid dense forests, filled with 
wild beasts and savage tribes, was not adapted to give 
encouragement to feeble hearts. To clear a forest and 
make a home for a family demands a degree of cour- 
age and of self-denial of which those who have never 
experienced the trial can have but little conception. 
‘Kinen our fathers had to use the axe in ene hand and 
the gum in the other. A cunning and wily foe was 
ready to pounce upen them at any moment, and scalp 
them, burn their habitations and carry their families 
into a most wretched captivity. Our own State was 
almost cntirely depopulated more than once by the 
savage tribes and their allies, the French. Maine 
acy between France and England. Think of it, yo 
sons of freedom, to-day, as ye bask in the quiet sun- 
shines of your own homes, how your fathers strug- 
gled to make these homes for you. A stern religious 
devotion to their duties as fathers urged them on to 
their work of levelling these huge forests, of sabduing 
the savage tribes, and of laying the foundations of 
freedom to us, their descendants. 

A third foe, and one which to the eyes of the world 
seemed more formidable to our forefathers, was the 
opposition of Great Britain to the independence of the 
colonies into a separate nation, Great Britain was 
then the most powerful nation upon the face of the 
globe. She had well organized armies, and a multi- 
tude of war ships and munitions of war. She had 
never known anything else but te conquer and add to 
her domain. In an Englishman’s view the idea of al- 
lowing any of her eolonies to separate from the mother 
country and set up for themselves was utterly prepos- 
terous. When the colonies remonstrated and openly 
resisted the imposition of unjust taxes and laws, she 
thought to punish them as refractory children, but 
she found her mistake. These children proved too 
strong for her and resisted till they at last sécured 
their freedom, and it was ninety-one years ago to-day 
when this declaration was made—the great Declara- 
tion of Independence. 

At this hour wecan but faintly comprehend the 
bitter hate which sprang up between the colonies and 
the mother country. To be a Tory and remain among 
the colenists was almost equivalent to death. The 
fires of patriotism burned brightly and clearly from 
one end of the country to the other. There was no 
defection in any locality among the people. Individ- 
uals there were who still adhered to the mother coun- 
try, and these were glad to get out of it as soon as 
possible. Never was a people more united than were 
the colonies against the aggressions of Great Britain, 
and this constituted their strength. It was by al- 
most superhuman effort that we acquired at that time 
the position of an independent people among the na- 
tions of the earth. Nor must we stop here, After 
the war closed the bone and sinew of the country who 
had fought for this freedom through eight long years 
were left penniless, The new government was too 
poor to pay those who had thus fought and bled to es- 
tablish it. But these hardy men who knew how to 
earry a musket, knew also how to wield an axe, and 
they left the camp and plunged into the forests and 
hewed out for themselves homes, and we are to-day 
enjoying the fruits of their labors. Each subsequent 
war of the United States, whether with a foreign foe 
or with those who would divide this nation, has seemed 
enly to render this day the more sacred to all loyal 
people of this eounty. We rejoice'that it isso. When 
there ismo patriotism there is no freedom. We re- 
spect the mam who honors it. We remember an old 
revolutionary hero who lived to the age of ninety or 
more years, who always fired his gun on Independent 
day. We honored the man for the act. Let us then 
keep this day fresh in our memories, and warmly 
cherish the memory of those who so nobly struggled 
to secure for us our liberties. As the American eagle 
grows older, he grows stronger, verifying the notion 
of the ancients that he renews his strength in old 
age. Sitting on the summits of the Rocky Mountains 
he spreads his pinions from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
giving protection to every one who claims it.

The quarter dollar of 1827 is worth more than $200; 
the same of 1823 is scarcely less valuable, and the 
dollar of 1894 is of such extreme rarity that but four 
are known to be in existence, and for an original of 
this denomination one thousand dollars has many 
times been offered and refused. 

One of the largest transactions in coins that has 
ever been made in this country—we mention it for the 
gratification of those curious in such matters—has re- 
cently taken place. We allude to the purchase by Mr. 
W. Elliot Woodward, of Roxbury, Mass., who isa 
member of our State Historical Society, of the cele- 
brated Mickley collection of Philadelphia, The exac- 
price piid has not been publicly stated, but is undert 
stood to be about $16,000. The entire collection is said 
to be worth at least $20,000, at present prices, and a 
few years ago would have realized double this amount. 
The ¢ollection is one of great rarity, and besides con- 


| taiuing all the rare pieces above mentioned is rich in 


American silver and gold pieces, Colonial coinage, 
and ancient and foreign pieces with a large number of 
medals, tokens, &c. This entire collection is, we un- 
stand, soon to be offered at aution by Mr. Woodward, 
and Numismatics will thus have a rare opportunity of 
enriching their collections. 

The collection of coins is akin to the collection of 
books, autographs, postage stamps, &c., for which 
pleasant and commendable diversions many have a 
great mania; and they are far more legitimate, hon- 
orable aud worthy of encouragement than the spend- 
ing of money for wines, cigars, fast horses and similar 
enjoyments, and bring a satisfaction for the money 
spent, as far superior to the latter as the lasting and 
permanent pleasures of the mind are superior to the 
trifling and fleeting enjoyments of our physical na- 
tures.
